**Is   It    For  the  Best    Interest   of    the    Institution    and 

Student  for    Colleges  and  Universities  to  Forbid 

First  Year  Men  to  Join  Fraternities?^^ 

In  discussing  this  question  it  is  tirst  necessary  to  find  the 
exact  status  of  the  fraternity  in  the  colleges  and  universities  of 
this  country,  or,  rather,  what  their  status  ought  to  be.  If  the 
primary  object  for  the  existence  of  the  fraternity  is  to  act  as  a 
Sunday-school  teacher,  or  to  compete  with  the  college  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
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then  the  chapter  should  certainly  select  its  initiates  from  first 
year  men.  If  the  basal  reasons  for  the  existence  of  fraternities 
are  to  foster  a  brotherly  feeling  between  the  members,  to  incul- 
cate a  deeper  respect  for  mankind,  a  wider  knowledge  of 
humanity,  to  act  as  a  stimulus  in  acquiring  those  things  which 
are  productive  of  success  in  life,  then  the  fraternity  should 
exclude  first  year  men  from  membership.  I  adhere  to  the  latter 
view. 

When  a  man  first  enters  a  college  or  university  he  is 
"  green  "  in  regard  to  fraternity  life  at  that  institution.  He  may 
have  attended  a  high  school  or  academy,  where  he  belonged  to  a 
"prep."  school  fraternity,  but,  instead  of  that  knowledge  fitting 
him  for  college  or  university  fraternity  life,  I  would  cite  it  as  a 
discjualification,  for  "  prep."  school  fraternities  are  an  abomination 
to  the  entire  Greek  world,  and  tend  to  bring  it  into  disrepute. 
What  does  the  high  school  boy  know  of  the  word  "  frater  "  ?  It 
is  attractive  to  him  just  as  "  Robinson  Crusoe "  and  Sherlock 
Holmes'  detective  stories  appeal  to  his  imagination.  He  takes 
delight  in  "lording  it  over"  his  fellow  students,  and,  conse- 
quently, is  getting  a  distorted  and  erroneous  idea  of  the 
fraternity,  when  he  should  be  at  home  imbibing  those  qualities 
from  his  parents  which  would  rather  tend  to  fit  him  for  the 
Greek  life. 

When  the  student  enters  college  with  the  insignia  of  a 
"  puppet "  fraternity,  he  is,  as  a  rule,  considered  the  very 
essence  of  good  material  because  of  his  "  experience."  But,  as 
aforesaid,  this  "  experience  "  is  a  disqualification,  for  he  is  worse 
than  "green."  If  this  class,  which  is  so  eagerly  sought  after,  is 
given  a  year  to  rid  itself  of  the  "prep."  school  fraternity  spirit* 
and  notice  results  from  a  college  fraternity,  he  may  then,  but  not 
until  then,  yield  material  for  the  Greek  world.  It  certainly 
cannot  be  to  his  interest  to  be  initiated  during  his  first  year  ;  for, 
in  the  vast  majority  of  cases,  he  develops  into  a  "snob,"  both 
inside  and  out  of  his  chapter,  and  is  never  able  to  appreciate  or 
be  benefited  l)y  a  fraternity.  Thus  those  first  year  men  are 
eliminated  who  have  belonged  to  the  "  kindergarten  "  fraternity. 
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Let  us  next  consider  that  class  of  students  whose  fathers, 
brothers,  or  intimate  friends  have  been  fraternity  men  at  the 
institution  he  will  attend.  This  student  has  heard  of  the 
banquets,  dances,  and  other  social  function's  of  college  and 
university  fraternity  life,  and,  of  course,  he  expects  to  be 
initiated  because  he  has  a  "  pull."  His  idea  of  the  fraternity  is 
purely  as  a  social  organization,  which  will  at  once  give  him  a 
social  standing.  But  is  it  to  his  interest  to  be  given  a  social 
standing  ?  Would  it  not  be  better  for  him  to  make  a  standing 
for  himself  in  society  as  well  as  in  other  phases  of  fraternity 
life,  rather  than  be  placed  on  a  pedestal  by  his  chapter,  which  is 
then  forced  to  support  him,  regardless  of  his  own  ability,  in 
order  to  maintain  its  own  personnel?  It  would  certainly  be  a 
wiser  policy,  both  from  the  standpoint  of  the  first  year  man  and 
the  fraternity,  to  permit  him  to  "  wend  his  way  "  as  a  non- 
fraternity  man  during  his  first  year,  in  order  that  he  may  be 
given  a  chance  to  force  a  standing  for  himself,  and  to  experience 
non-fraternity  life,  and  if  he  is  a  man  he  will  be  sought  after  in 
his  second  year  because  he  is  a  7nan^  and  not  because  he  has  a 
"pull." 

The  remaining  classes  of  students — namely,  men  with  money, 
and  sons  of  men  prominent  in  public  life — should  be  excluded 
during  their  first  year  for  practically  the  same  reasons  as  already 
stated.  Because  a  man's  parents  have  demonstrated  ability  in  a 
certain  field  of  activity  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  he  will 
have  initiative  and  power.  Granting  that  he  has  a  vast  store  of 
latent  possibilities,  is  it  reasonable  to  think  that  he  will  develop 
them  during  his  college  career  (unless  he  is  the  exception  that 
proves  the  rule)  if  he  is  initiated  in  his  first  year  ?  No,  he  will 
loiter  about  his  chapter  house,  and  live  on  the  reputation  of  his 
parents  and  fraternity,  rather  than  make  a  reputation  for  himself. 

I  would  give  two  main  reasons,  then,  why  the  first  year  man 
should  be  excluded  from  fraternities — first,  because  it  tends  to 
create  a  spirit  of  dependence  in  the  man  in  regard  to  his  personal 
record,  thereby  foreclosing  initiative  and  creating  a  "dead-head  "  ; 
second,  he  brings  his  chapter  into  disrepute,  because  he  has  little 
else  to  do.

First  Year  Men  to  Join  Fraternities  ?  *' 

In  considering  the  matter  of  fraternities,  three  important 
reasons  occur  to  us  why  men  should  not  be  barred  from  entering 
during  their  first  year.  AVe  may  decide  for  ourselves,  while  the 
arguments  are  being  reviewed,  whether  they  are  vital,  and 
strong  enough  to  out-weigh  the  reasons  offered  against  them. 

My  first  argument  for  thinking  that  freshmen  should  be 
allowed  is  that  the  first  year  in  college  is  the  most  susceptible 
year.  It  is  the  formative  year,  which  decides  a  man's  college 
career— in  fact,  I  believe  that  his  first  year  in  college  does  more 
to  develop  him  in  either  the  right  or  the  wrong  direction  than 
any  other  year  of  his  whole  life.  It  is  then  that  he  is  away  for 
the  first  time  from  the  parental  roof ;  it  is  then  he  catches  the 
first  glimpse  of  the  outside  world,  and  forms  the  companionships 
that  will  last  throughout  his  entire  life.  I  think  that  these  facts 
are  generally  admitted  ;  but  let  us  consider  the  question — whether 
or  not  it  is  to  the  best  interest  of  the  student  and  the  institution 
that  the  freshman  join  the  fraternity.  Now,  is  it  not  the  case 
that,  if  the  first  year  man  enters  a  good  fraternity— and  I  am 
taking  it  for  granted  all  the  time  that  the  fraternity  is  a  good 
one,  with  good  ideals — he  will  be  thrown  with  a  class  of  men 
who  have  his  best  interest  at  heart.  I  do  not  wish  to  be  under- 
stood as  saying  that  there  are  not  just  as  good  men  outside  the 
fraternities  as  there  are  who  are  members.  The  idea  is  that  the 
men  outside  the  fraternities  have  no  reason  to  care  whether  the 
next  man  does  well  in  his  work  or  takes  an  interest  in  college 
activities  or  not. 

Let  us  take  two  men,  for  the  sake  of  example.  Let  us 
suppose  that  both  are  freshmen,  and  both  have  equal  abilities, 
equal  ambitions,  and  equal  chances,  except  that  the  first  man 
joins  a  fraternity  immediately  upon  entering  school.  He  is  at 
once  subjected   to  friendly  scrutiny  by  the  upper-class  men,  and 
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first  learns  to  do  as  he  is  bid  by  the  frequent  application  of 
various  and  sundry  methods  of  punishment.  If  he  be  given  to 
some  degree  of  slovenliness  in  dress,  or  carelessness  in  speech,  he 
soon  learns  the  cure  for  both.  Nor  are  his  studies  by  any  means 
neglected.  He  knows  that  any  "flunk  "  will  be  laid  at  his  door, 
without  ceremony,  at  the  following  meeting  of  the  fraternity,  by 
the  ever  vigilant  Senior  in  charge  of  the  grades.  The  Fresh- 
man's desire  to  stand  well  in  his  studies  speedily  develops. 
Supposing  that  he  is  interested  in  some  form  of  athletics, 
debating,  or  other  college  activity,  how  does  the  fraternity  help 
him  ?  In  the  same  general  way  as  in  his  studies,  for  the 
fraternities  wish  to  be  creditably  represented  in  every  form  of 
activity.  It  is  an  acknowledged  fact,  not  only  that  fraternity 
men  stand  higher  in  their  scholastic  work  than  non -fraternity 
men,  but  that  the  majority  of  good  college  athletes  are  fraternity 
men.  In  actual  cases  that  have  come  under  my  observation,  men 
have  not  even  entered  athletics  until  they  joined  a  fraternity, 
and  then  they  became  recognized  athletes.  Their  brothers  were 
interested,  and  urged  them  on  to  their  utmost  efforts,  rejoicing 
in  their  success,  and  consoling  them  in  times  of  defeat. 

The  other  man,  who  did  not  join  the  fraternity,  goes  his  way 
alone.  He  gets  in  with  the  "  bunch,"  and  soon  comes  to  think  that 
a  good  time  is  the  only  necessary  thing.  He  has  natural  talent,  to 
be  sure,  but  he  depends  upon  it  too  much,  and  the  inevitable 
"  flunk  "  at  the  end  of  the  semester  surprises  him.  No  one  has 
taken  any  particular  pains  to  tell  him  that  he  was  failing,  and  no 
one  has  told  him  that  he  is  slovenly  in  his  dress  or  speech.  If 
he  had  naturally  an  interest  in  college  activities,  his  first  attempts 
"to  make  good  "are  rather  scoffed  at  than  encouraged  by  his 
companions.  He  soon  tires  of  the  rigorous  daily  training,  that  is 
most  necessary  for  perfection  in  any  line,  and  drops  out  entirely — 
a  defeated  man.  Of  course  there  are  many  men  outside  the 
fraternities  who  have  succeeded  to  the  fullest  extent,  and  in  the 
face  of  great  diiflculties,  both  financial  and  social,  and  I  am 
personally  inclined  to  accord  such  men  the  highest  honor. 
Either  the  case  is  as  we  have  pictured  it,  or  the  man  becomes  a 
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social  recluse,  absorbed  in  his  studies,  and  without  that  com- 
panionship which  is  so  valuable  an  asset  to  college  life. 

Now,  I  have  only  considered  the  general  tendencies  of  two 
average  men  during  their  first  year,  and  trust  that  this  will  not 
be  misconstrued. 

My  second  reason  for  thinking  that  first  year  men  should 
not  be  excluded  is,  perhaps,  more  a  continuation  than  a  new 
subject — the  associates  the  man  obtains.  When  he  entei's  the 
chapter  house  as  a  brother  he  immediately  receives  the  friendship 
and  loyalty  of  twenty  or  thirty  men,  many  of  whom  are  to 
become  life-long  frie^ids.  How  many  such  friends  do  you 
suppose  he  would  have  made  had  he  remained  outside  the 
fraternity?  Would  two  as  a  minimum  and  six  as  a  maximum 
be  an  unreasonable  estimate  V  But  the  point  I  seek  to  make 
is  that  he  must  know  these  men  from  the  start,  and  have 
their  help  in  forming  his  character.  If  a  year  has  passed  before 
entering,  it  will  take  the  remaining  three  to  get  him  away  from 
his  Freshman  prejudices  and  ideas,  and  much  valuable  training  is 
lost  to  the  man.  The  loyalty  formed  is  not  only  to  the  fraternity, 
but  a  deeper  one  to  the  school.  The  idea  that  fraternities  are 
destructive  to  college  loyalty  is  erroneous.  I  claim  that  college 
loyalty  and  spirit  is  increased  when  a  man  enters  a  fraternity, 
on  the  same  principle  as  national  pride  is  increased  through 
loyalty  to  one's  State.  I  have  shown  how  the  man's  interest  is 
increased ;  and  that,  with  this  interest,  loyalty  must  follow. 
Further,  the  man  finds  a  home  in  the  chapter  house.  He  forms 
tender  associations  with  every  nook  and  corner.  When  he 
leaves  college  he  knows  that  a  warm  welcome  is  awaiting  him 
whenever  he  may  return.  Must  it  not  be  admitted  that  he  loves 
it  even  more  when  he  is  able  to  recall  those  Freshman  days,  when 
he  was  "  tubbed  "  on  general  principles,  just  because  he  was 
a  Freshman  ? 

At  the  close  of  my  arguments,  I  trust  that  my  brothers  will 
take  the  responsibility  of  past  failures  on  their  own  shoulders, 
and  remember  that  it  is  because  they  are  careless,  should  the  new 
men  turn  out  to  be  failures ;  it  is  largely  their  fraternity  that 
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has  made  them  what  they  are.  When  we  realize  that  we  are 
robbing  ourselves  of  the  chance  of  influencing  a  man  in  his  most 
impressionable  yeai-,  and  understand  that  it  is  this  influence  that 
is  not  only  better  for  the  man  himself,  but  for  the  school  as  well, 
we  shall  then  favor  even  more  strongly  the  admission  of  Fresh- 
men into  the  fraternity.

First  Year  Men  to  Join  Fraternities?*' 


It  would  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  institution  and 
student  if  all  colleges  and  universities  where  chapters  of  national 
fraternities  are  located  enforced  a  law  forbidding  first  year  men 
to  join  fraternities,  and  every  Freshman  were  reminded,  from 
the  day  of  his  admission  until  the  following  commencement,  that 
it  was  not  only  prohibitory  but  dishonorable  for  him  to  become 
affiliated  with  a  fraternity  during  this  time,  and  if  a  Pan-Hellenic 
Congress  were  authorized  to  act  on  violations  of  this  law. 

Being  barred  from  a  fraternity  during  his  tirst  year,  the 
student  would  learn  to  know  what  a  fraternity  might  mean  to 
him,  and  he  would  be  spurred  to  greater  activity  in  all  branches 
of  his  college  work.  When,  at  last,  he  has  "  made  "  a  fraternity, 
he  would,  in  all  probability,  look  back  at  the  hard  work  he  had 
done,  and  strive  to  raise,  if  necessary,  the  standard  of  his 
society,  so  that  it  would  mean  to  him  all  that  he  had  hoped  for 
or  expected. 

Now  let  us  consider  the  matter  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
fraternity.  By  having  a  longer  time  to  observe  the  man,  the 
fraternity  would  be  facilitated  in  making  a  selection.  True  as  it 
is  that  first  impressions  are  often  lasting,  they  seldom  signify  the 
man's  true  worth.  "  Reputation  is  what  we  seem,  character  is 
what  we  are."    "Rough  diamonds  need  but  polishing,"  yet  is  it 
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not  true  that  the  stone  must  be  diamond  before  the  polishing 

can  give  it  the  commercial  value?     Fraternities  cannot  change 

the  nature  of  the  man. 

A    law    which   would    prevent   haste   in   the    selection   of 

fraternity  men  would  insure  a   better   understanding   between 

fraternity  and  faculty,  would  make  fraternities  more  congenial 

and  better  satisfied,  would  produce  closer  friendships  between 

members  of   the  same  class — conditions  tending  to  promote  the 

welfare  of  the  institution  and  student.

Greetings  From  the  Far  East. 

Shanghai,  China,  July  30,  1909. 
To  My  Dear  Brothers  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon : 

I  have  been  wishing  for  some  time  that  I  might  send  a  word 
of  greeting  to  every  brother  whom  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to 
meet  in  connection  with  my  services  to  the  fraternity  while  I  was 
in  the  home-land.  I  haven't  known  whether  to  write  an  article 
or  put  my  greeting  in  the  form  of  a  letter.  I  finally  decided  on 
the  latter  as  being  more  personal,  and  the  several  warm-hearted 
letters  that  I  have  received  from  brothers  in  the  North,  South, 
East,  and  West  have  encouraged  me  to  act  on  that  decision. 

I  suppose  I  might  call  myself  the  China  Alpha  Alumni 
Chapter — to  speak  more  accurately,  the  Alumnus  Chapter,  since 
I  am,  I  believe,  the  only  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  in  the  land.  I  am 
hoping  that  it  will  not  be  many  years  until  there  will  be  enough 
to  enable  us  to  organize  an  alumni  chapter.  I  have  met  quite 
a  number  of  Greeks,  and  there  is  at  once  a  feeling  of  some  com- 
mon interest  that  warms  the  heart ;  but  that  is  nothing  like  the 
delight  of  coming  unexpectedly  upon  the  "heart"  and  receiving 
the  grip  from  a  real  brother. 

Although  I  have  been  out  of  the  active  work  of  the  frater- 
nity for  more  than  a  year  now,  my  interest  has  not  decreased  in 
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the  least.  It  is  with  the  greatest  pleasure  that  I  have  marked 
the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  the  last  year  and  a  half.  It 
is  wonderful,  and  promises  greater  things  for  the  future.  We 
have  been  so  fortunate  in  the  Grand  OflBcers  that  have  been 
elected.  They  have  entered  into  the  spirit  of  the  work  for  the 
fraternity  at  large  with  as  much  zeal  as  if  it  had  been  their  own 
personal  interests  that  were  at  stake.  True,  that  is  what  is 
expected  of  officers  when  they  are  elected  to  such  positions,  but 
it  is  much  to  their  credit  that  they  have  recognized  those  respon- 
sibilities, and  fulfilled  them  so  efficiently,  even  at  the  expense  of 
their  own  personal  ease  and  comfort  frequently.  While  much 
praise  and  credit  is  due  our  Grand  Officers,  I  think  I  may  also 
commend  the  increased  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  members 
to  do  their  part.  No  matter  how  efficient  and  faithful  our  officers 
may  be,  they  must  have  the  same  efficient,  faithful  support  of 
the  members,  active  and  alumni,  if  2  ^  E  is  to  attain  to  the 
strength  and  influence  of  which  she  is  capable.  I  look  for  greater 
things  in  the  next  year  than  have  been  accomplished  in  the  past, 
and  not  in  any  sense  to  depreciate  the  worth  of  the  new  chapters 
installed  or  the  splendid  work  that  has  been  done  in  perfecting 
the  internal  workings  of  the  fraternity. 

Between  Brother  Phillips'  personal  letters,  that  come  pretty 
regularly,  and  the  letters  from  others,  that  come  from  time  to 
time,  and  The  Journal,  I  believe  the  ties  of  love  for  the  frater- 
nity and  the  brothers  are  growing  stronger,  even  though  I  am  so 
far  away  from  you  all.  As  I  look  ■  at  the  general  fraternity 
situation,  there  seems  to  be  a  kind  of  crisis.  The  time  has  come 
when  fraternities  must  show  their  right  and  reason  for  existence. 
There  is  no  doubt  of  that  in  the  mind  of  a  fraternity  man,  but  it 
means  that  there  must  be  a  sloughing  off  of  the  bad  features  of 
fraternity  life,  and  thus  clearly  making  the  fraternity,  what  it 
really  is,  an  actual  asset  to  the  educational  life  of  America. 

I  suppose  a  few  personal  remarks  will  not  be  out  of  order. 
I  have  been  here  in  China  about  ten  months  now.  Am  perma- 
nently stationed  at  Chinkiang,  a  port  town  on  the  Yangtse  river, 
for  educational  work  particularly.     The  work  includes  the  build- 
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ing  and  operation  of  a  boys'  academy  that  shall  serve  as  a  feeder 
to  our  college  and  theological  seminary  in  Shanghai.  There  is 
no  question  in  our  mind  about  the  need  of  more  of  that  kind  of 
work  when  one  has  spent  a  few  months  here  among  these  people, 
and  becomes  more  familiar  with  their  conditions  and  possibili- 
ties. I  had  rather  spend  my  life  here  than  in  the  most  needy 
field  I  have  ever  seen  in  the  home-land.  Why  ?  Because  this 
nation  needs  my  humble  service  many,  many  times  more  than  do 
our  people  at  home.  We  realize  better  the  value  of  a  Christian 
civilization  when  we  have  lived  a  little  while  in  the  midst  of  a 
heathen  civilization. 

My  chief  occupation  for  the  first  two  years  is  the  study  of 
the  language,  the  people,  and  the  country.  I  passed  successfully 
the  examinations  on  the  first  year's  course  of  study,  and  then 
took  a  three  weeks'  trip  into  the  interior  of  the  country.  I  went 
up  the  Yangtse  river  to  Hankow,  and  then  by  rail  on  the  Pekin- 
Hankow  line  to  Chengchow,  in  the  Honan  Province.  I  was  sur- 
prised to  find  the  country  so  thickly  settled  and  under  such  a 
good  state  of  cultivation.  For  the  most  part  it  is  very  level,  and 
the  soil  is  sandy  and  quite  fertile.  The  chief  productions  are 
wheat,  corn,  barley,  millet,  and  several  kinds  of  fruits.  The  sand- 
storms that  they  enjoy  (?)  from  time  to  time  are  exceedingly 
disagreeable.  It  is  impossible  to  keep  the  sand  out  of  the  house. 
It  just  piles  up  in  little  waves  on  the  floor,  the  table,  or  any 
other  level  surface.  One  day  I  sat  in  the  house  all  day  because 
the  driving  sand  made  it  so  unpleasant  outside.  I  spent  the  day 
reading,  and  scarcely  moved  from  my  chair  except  for  dinner. 
About  4  o'clock  my  friend  came  in  and  said,  "  Webster,  there 
is  a  pile  of  sand  right  across  your  shoulder."  I  removed  my 
coat  and  found  it  was  the  truth,  and  I  remembered  that  my  back 
and  shoulders  had  been  aching  for  an  hour  or  more.  I  am  just 
stating  facts,  and  shall  leave  you  to  draw  your  own  conclusions. 
If  I  said,  dogmatically,  that  the  pain  was  due  to  the  weight  of 
the  sand,  I  might  be  accused  of  prevaricating,  which  charge 
would  be  very  unbecoming  for  a  man  in  my  line  of  work.  I 
wish  space  and  your  time  and  mine  would  permit   me   to   tell 
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you  all  of  the  very  interesting  things  I  saw  on  that  trip,  but  they 
won't.  If  any  one  is  really  interested  in  this  country,  there  are 
so  many  well-written  and  reliable  books  on  China  that  the 
desired  information  is  easily  obtained.  It  is  a  pretty  sure  sign 
of  a  great  change  taking  place  when  one  can  see,  as  I  did,  the  old 
classic  examination  halls  being  torn  down  to  make  room  for  fine 
new  Parliament  buildings.  Fellows,  there  is  "  something  doing." 
I  am  glad  to  be  here  and  see  it  going  on,  and  have  a  share  in  it. 

As  to  business  prospects  here  in  the  East,  of  course  I  am  not 
in  a  position  to  speak  with  a  great  deal  of  authority,  but  there  is 
a  strong  movement  on  the  part  of  the  Government  and  the  peo- 
ple to  oust  foreign  capital  where  it  has  already  gotten  a  foothold, 
and  prevent  it  from  obtaining  any  more  concessions,  if  possible. 
There  seem  to  be  more  men  seeking  positions  than  there  are  places 
for  them,  so  I  would  not  advise  a  fellow  to  come  here  seeking  a 
fortune,  unless  he  had  a  pretty  sure  thing  to  start  with.  For  a 
while  there  will  be  some  demand  for  reliable,  well- trained  men  in 
the  Government  schools  as  teachers,  but  that  demand  will 
decrease  as  those  who  are  being  trained  abroad  return  to  China. 
The  use  of  the  indemnity  fund  that  was  returned  to  China  by 
the  United  States  is  going  to  increase  the  number  of  Chinese 
students  in  America.  Some  one  has  called  attention  to  the  ulti- 
mate commercial  advantage  that  will  fall  to  the  nation  that  shows 
itself  friendly  to  China  during  this  period  of  change.  The 
friendly  attitude  of  the  Government  must  be  sustained  by  the 
people,  and  there  it  touches  our  fraternity  life.  I  am  not  willing 
to  commit  myself  as  to  the  desirability  or  undesirability  of 
making  fraternity  men  of  the  Chinese,  but  I  would  like  to  urge 
that  when  these  men  meet  our  men  in  America,  as  they  are 
bound  to  do,  they  shall  find  that  our  fraternal  spirit  recognizes, 
and  is  broad  enough  to  share  in,  the  principle  of  the  universal 
brotherhood  of  mankind.  It  is  a  principle  that  is  becoming 
more  and  more  generally  accepted.  We  ought  to  be  among  the 
first  to  hold  it. 

I  trust  that  when  this  reaches  you  the  new  year  will  have 
opened   up   with  the  brightest   prospects   for  every  one  of  our 
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chapters,  and  that  success  and  prosperity  will  be  the  lot  of  the 
brothers,  active  and  alumni  alike.

''Facts  About  Patterson's  J 752/' 


S.  K.  AND  W.  L.  PHILLIPS. 


Some  months  ago  Mr.  Baird  published  in  the  Beta  Theta  Pi 
some  correspondence  of  his  with  Mr.  R.  G.  Patterson,  a  former 
president  of  Sigma  Pi,  and  others,  in  regard  to  certain  startling 
claims  made  by  said  Mr.  Patterson  as  to  the  history  of  his  frater- 
nity. Previous  to  Mr.  Baird 's  article  we  had  been  investigating 
the  matter  with  considerable  interest,  and  a  statement  of  those 
claims  will  reveal  oar  reason.  The  facts,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Patter- 
son, are  as  follows  : 

(1)  "  Sigma  Pi,  originally  Sigma  Omicron  Pi,  was  first 
founded  in  May,  1752,  at  William  and  Mary  College,  Williams- 
burg, Va.,  by  a  very  select  few  of  the  students,  who  banded  them- 
selves together  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  and  establishing 
an  aristocracy  and  promoting  and  extending  the  temporal  power 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church." 

(2)  "Tradition,"  says  he,  "tells  us  that  a  charter  was 
granted  by  the  English  Crown,  and  the  original  constitution 
states  that  the  fraternity  was  a  '  brotherhood  among  the  Sons  of 
the  First  Families  of  Virginia.' " 

(3)  "  During  this  period  of  the  fraternity's  existence  Thomas 
Jefferson,  James  Madison,  James  Monroe,  and  Richard  Henry 
Lee  were  reported  to  have  been  members." 

(4)  "At  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolution  the  fraternity 
passed  into  oblivion,  and  was  not  revived  until  after  Thomas 
Jefferson  became  President  of  the  United  States,  in  180U.  During 
this  revival  Payne  Todd,  the  step-son  of  President  Madison,  is 
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said  to  have   been   a   member  of    2    n,  and   president  of  the 
chapter." 

(5)  "Jefferson  Davis  was  made  an  honorary  member." 

(6)  A  chapter  was  founded  at  Illinois  College,  and  claims 
the  honor  of  having  Mr.  William  Jennings  Bryan  as  a  distin- 
guished alumnus. 

(7)  "  Sigma  Pi  at  Illinois  is  more  or  less  a  debating  society 
purely,  similar  to  Delta  Upsilon  at  Harvard." 

(8)  "Mr.  Lisman,  President  of  the  fraternity,  and  M.  A. 
Ermold,  of  Philadelphia,  intend  visiting  President  Tyler  next 
week  and  gather  data  which  will  practically  substantiate  the 
claims  we  have  made." 

(9)  In  April,  some  time,  Mr.  Patterson  made  a  statement  to 
this  effect  before  a  national  fraternity  man  :  "  Sigma  Pi  has  asked 
no  one  to  accept  our  date  of  establishment  as  authentic.  As  long 
as  our  five  hundred  men  are  willing  to  believe  it  we  are 
satisfied." 

These  are  the  facts,  and  are  all  on  file  in  black  and  white. 
They  are  claims  made  apparently  by  one  man  for  a  fraternity  of 
which  he  is  a  member.  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  is  young,  and  she 
realizes  this  fact,  but  she  is  interested  in  Greek-letter  affairs,  and 
when  such  claims  come  to  her  ears  she  is  at  once  eager  to  inform 
herself  as  to  their  bearing  upon  fraternity  history. 

We  have  always  looked  upon  December  5,  1776,  the  date  of 
Phi  Beta  Kappa's  birth,  as  the  origin  of  things  Greek,  and  we 
were  naturally  startled  to  learn  that  twenty-six  years  before,  at 
the  same  college,  the  real  birth  of  Greek-letter  fraternities 
occurred.  At  one  sweep  the  claims  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  were 
questioned,  and  her  noble  honor  and  dignity  called  to  account. 
So  we  began  to  investigate,  and,  for  the  sake  of  all  interested  in 
the  old  as  well  as  the  new  in  our  Greek  world,  we  publish  here- 
with our  findings.  We  desire  to  be  thoroughly  understood  in 
this  matter.  We  are  not  fighting  Sigma  Pi.  We  are  not  fighting- 
Mr.  Robert  George  Patterson.  Such  is  not  our  attitude.  We 
rather  wish  to  welcome  Sigma  Pi  into  the  national  world,  the 
"expanding  circle,"  and  give  them  the  glad  hand.     Our   purpose 
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is  to  get  at  the  real  facts  in  the  case,  and  we  are  sorry  if  such  a 
purpose  makes  the  claims  of  anybody  appear  ridiculous. 

First,  then,  as  to  Claim  No.  1,  above  mentioned.  One  of  our 
men  visited  William  and  Mary  College,  and,  through  the  courtesy 
of  President  Tyler,  examined  the  Virginia  Gazette  for  1752,  but 
found  no  reference  to  the  founding  of  any  such  fraternity  at  the 
College.  This  claim  states  that  the  purpose  of  the  fraternity  was 
"the  maintaining  and  establishing  an  aristocracy  and  pro- 
moting and  extending  the  temporal  power  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church."  If  this  be  true,  what  was  Jefferson  doing  a 
member?  How  would  such  a  purpose  harmonize  with  his  views  ? 
Of  course,  the  Virginia  Gazette  may  have  omitted  to  publish  the 
granting  of  a  charter  to  such  an  organization,  and  Jefferson  mag 
have  been  overruled,  and  thus  forced  to  comply  with  this  pur- 
pose. We  don't  know,  but  the  private  letters  of  Jefferson 
make  no  mention  of  such  a  fact,  not  even  of  such  an  organiza- 
tion. And  if  Mr.  Jefferson  had  the  idea  that  by  joining  it  he 
could  expose  its  plans,  or  thwart  them,  he  left  no  record  of  such. 

Next  is  Claim  No.  2.  This  claim  is  based  on  '■'■tradition.''^ 
So  is  the  tale  of  the  mermaids  and  Ulysses.  "  Tradition  tells  us 
that  a  charter  was  granted  by  the  English  Crown,  and  the 
original  constitution  states  that  the  fraternity  was  a  'brother- 
hood among  the  Sons  of  the  First  Families  of  Virginia.'"  Dr. 
Tyler,  who  is  the  distinguished  author  of  "  Parties  and  Patronage 
in  the  United  States,  England,  and  America,"  "Jamestown,  the 
Cradle  of  the  Republic,"  "  Williamsburg,  the  Old  Colonial  Capi- 
tal," and  other  historic  works,  writes  us:  "I  think  a  charter 
granted  anywhere  between  1750  and  1770  by  the  British  Crown, 
to  any  body  of  men  in  the  colony  of  Virginia,  would  have  been 
known  to  the  public.  Such  a  charter  for  recognition  would  have 
been  transmitted  through  the  Governor."  Yet  there  is  no  record 
of  such  a  charter  any  where.  If  it  is  objected  that  there  is  no 
record  because  the  organization  was  secret,  we  ask.  Why,  then, 
have  a  charter  from  the  Crown,  which  would  certainly  destroy  its 
secrecy  ?     Yet  such  a  charter  is  claimed. 

When,  where,  and  how  the  phrase  "  First  Families  of  Vir- 
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ginia"  originated  we  do  not  know,  nor  could  we  find  out,  although 
we  tried  every  source  in  both  Richmond  and  Washington.  This 
phrase,  it  is  claimed,  was  in  the  "  original  constitution."  Was 
not  1752  too  early  for  such  a  phrase  to  have  come  into  use?  It 
certainly  seems  so  to  us. 

Now  we  come  to  Claim  No.  3.  Here  it  is  claimed  that 
Jefferson,  Madison,  Monroe,  and  Richard  Henry  Lee  were  mem- 
bers. If  these  gentlemen  were  members  of  any  such  organization 
they  certainly  left  no  trace  of  it  in  their  records,  as  far  as  we 
could  ascertain,  and  Madison  was  never  a  student  at  William  and 
Mary.  If  the  fraternity  had  any  other  chapter  at  this  time  in 
which  Madison  could  have  been  enrolled,  Mr.  Patterson  fails  to 
cover  the  point.  Mr.  Patterson  says  that  these  men  were 
"  reported  to  have  been  members."  Reporters  have  been  at  work 
a  long  time,  and  it  is  well  known  that  they  sometimes  make  mis- 
takes.    Who  reported  it? 

Claim  No.  4  states  something  about  the  organization  having 
"  passed  into  oblivion  "  for  the  Revolutionary  period,  and  having 
been  "revived  in  1800."  At  this  time  Mr.  Payne  Todd  was  a 
member  and  "  president  of  the  chapter."  Says  President  Tyler, 
of  William  and  Mary,  in  a  letter  to  us  on  April  14, 1909:  "There 
is  no  record  that  Payne  Todd  was  a  student  at  this  college." 
Even  if  the  records  of  the  college  are  hazy  about  this  period, 
would  not  the  president  of  an  organization  for  the  promoting  of 
episcopacy  and  aristocracy  have  been  mentioned,  especially  as 
such  an  organization  at  that  time  would  have  been  setting  itself 
against  the  very  current  of  the  day — namely,  the  establishment 
of  democracy? 

Claim  No.  5  says  Jefferson  Davis  was  an  honorary  member. 
If  he  was  he  kept  it  mighty  close.  The  fraternity  of  which  he 
was  a  member  is  now  deceased,  as  Mr.  Baird  points  out  recently 
in  Beta  Theta  Pi. 

Claim  No.  U  says  a  chapter  was  founded  at  Illinois  College, 
and  claims  the  honor  of  having  Mr.  William  Jennings  Bryan  as 
a  member  and  distinguished  alumnus.  Mr.  Bryan  was  written 
to,  and  this  is  what  he  says  :  "The  Sigma  Pi  Fraternity  has,  by 
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some  error,  enrolled  among  its  chapters  the  Sigma  Pi  Society  of 
Illinois  Colleg'e.  I  was  a  member  of  that  society,  and,  having 
been  informed  that  that  society  had,  after  my  departure,  been 
affiliated  with  the  Sigma  Pi  Fraternity,  I  have  been  called  upon 
several  times  by  members  of  the  fraternity  and  greeted  as  a 
brother.  I  have  recently  learned,  however,  from  the  secretary 
of  the  Sigma  Pi  Society  of  Illinois  College,  that  it  is  not,  and 
never  has  been,  connected  with  the  Sigma  Pi  Fraternity,  or  any 
other  fraternity."  These  are  Mr.  Bryan's  words,  and  here  are 
the  words  of  the  secretary  of  the  Sigma  Pi  Society  to  Mr.  Bryan : 
"The  fraternity  claims  to  have  affiliated  with  the  Sigma  Pi 
Society  of  Illinois  College,  and  is  using  the  history  of  that  society 
to  add  more  lustre  to  its  own  name."  Thus  is  exploded  the  chap- 
ter at  Illinois,  at  least  as  Mr.  Patterson  laid  claim  to  it  for 
Sigma  Pi. 

In  Claim  No.  7  Mr.  Patterson  says :  "  Sigma  Pi  is  more  or 
less  a  debating  society  purely,  similar  to  Delta  Upsilon  at  Har- 
vard." What  we  Avould  call  to  the  attention  of  our  readers  here 
is  that  Delta  Upsilon  is  not,  and  never  was,  a  debating  society  in 
Harvard.  Surely  Mr.  Patterson  does  not  want  to  say  that  his 
organization  is  similar  to  nothing,  for,  as  far  as  his  purposes  are 
concerned.  Delta  Upsilon  never  existed,  and  is  therefore  like  unto 
nothing. 

Claim  No.  8  says  that  a  visiting  committee  of  two  would 
soon  gather  at  William  and  Mary  data  to  substantiate  all  the 
claims  made.  This  committee  never  did  take  that  trip — why,  of 
course  we  do  not  know.  We  do  know,  however,  that  no  such 
data  was  obtainable  at  William  and  Mary,  because  it  is  not  there. 

Claim  No.  9  now  faces  us.  Mr.  Patterson  here  says,  in  effect, 
authenticity  makes  little  difference  with  us — we  are  satisfied  if 
our  five  hundred  men  believe  it.  Well,  we  are  not  willing  to 
think  that  such  is  the  stand  of  Sigma  Pi,  nor  do  we  believe  that 
her  five  hundred  men  believe  1752  to  have  been  her  birthday. 
Such  is  absolutely  incredible  in  the  face  of  the  real  facts.  In 
fact,  we  know  from  one  of  our  correspondents  that  Sigma  Pi's 
new  secretary  is  absolutely  at  a  loss  as  to  when  it  was  founded. 
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and  represents  the  fraternity  almost  solidly  for  a  correct  settle- 
ment of  the  facts. 

We  believe  Sigma  Pi  is  on  the  right  track  now,  and  we  wish 
her  all  success.  These  are  the  facts  as  we  have  worked  them 
out,  and  they  show  some  mighty  incredible  and  unbearable  claims 
on  the  part  of  some  one,  and,  as  Mr.  Baird  has  said,  "  the  Greek 
world  should  not  encourage  such  claims,  nor  allow  them  to  be 
made  uncontradicted."

The  old 
men  back  in  the  house  are  Wiley,  Wilson,  Wheat,  Kerr,  Tetrick, 
Billingsley,  Crichton,  and  Wyatt,  the  latter  having  returned  to 
school  after  an  absence  of  two  years.  Pocock  and  Moon,  who 
live  in  Morgantown,  are  also  back  in  school,  and  we  are  expecting 
Swearingen,  the  big  guard,  to  be  here  in  a  few  days. 

Brother  Pocock,  assistant  manager  of  the  foot-ball  team, 
seems  to  devote  most  of  his  time  lately  to  keeping  the  young 
hopefuls  of  the  city  off  the  athletic  field.  But  we  believe  he  was 
made  for  better  things.  In  this  connection  we  might  mention 
the  fact  that  a  'Varsity  manager  will  be  needed  next  year,  as 
usual. 

We  believe  we  are  just  a  trifle  optimistic  ;  but  why  should 
we  be  otherwise?  "  Fatty  "  Wyatt  is  back  in  school.

We  close  this  letter  out  of  consideration  for  the  feelings  of 

those  who  are  not  given  to  sitting  for  long  periods  of  time  in  one 

position.     We  wish  every  chapter  the  very  best  of  success  this 

year,  even  as  we  hope  as  much  for  ourselves ;  and  hoping  to  hear 

a  good  report  of  you  in  the  October  Journal,  we  are.

We  pen  these  words  of  greeting  to  the  brothers  of  the 
various  chapters,  with  the  hope  that  continual  growth  and 
healthful  progress  has  attended  their  efforts. 

The  term  which  closed  August  13th  was,  from  every  stand- 
point, a  successful  one  for  the  organization,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  but  few  of  our  members  remained  in  the  University.

We  are  diminished  in  numbers,  but  the  old 
aggressive  "  Ohio  Northern  "  spirit  still  permeates  the  available 
timber,  and,  while  we  have  not  as  yet  repaired  the  inr  oads  which 
graduation  and  kindred  causes  inflicted  upon  us,  we  are  progres- 
sing, and  a  high  spirit  of  optimism  prevails  in  our  chapter. 
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We  have  just  rounded  out  our  first  year  in  the  chapter 
house,  and  it  imposes  upon  the  writer  an  almost  impossible  task 
for  him  to  try  to  convey  to  the  fraternity  at  large  the  benefits 
that  have  accrued  to  our  chapter  by  reason  of  the  more  intimate 
association  of  our  members.

With  the  dawn  of  the  new  college  year  New  York  Alpha 
extends  to  all  her  sister  chapters  most  hearty  fraternal  greetings. 

At  Syracuse  the  general  outlook  for  the  college  year  of 
1909-'10  is  most  encouraging.  Prosperity  and  optimism  are  the 
words  best  fitted  to  characterize  the  situation. 

Chancellor  Day  returned  in  June  from  his  six  months'  trip 
abroad,  and  takes  his  place  at  the  head  of  the  University  this  fall, 
much  improved  in  health. 

Two  substantial  gifts  of  money  to  the  University  have  been 
recently  announced.  One  of  1300,000,  the  gift  of  John  D.  Arch- 
bold,  has  been  used  to  complete  and  equip  the  new  gymnasium, 
which  now  stands  without  an  equal  anywhere  among  the  Eastern 
colleges.

Conservation  or  Conversation. 


CLYDE  A.  VER  BECK. 


Conservation  is  rapidly  becoming  the  key-note  of  American 
success. 

Conservation  of  resources,  conservation  of  energy,  con- 
servation of  time — these  are  the  problems  with  which  the 
brightest  minds  of  the  nation  are  struggling.  To  secure  the 
greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number,  in  the  shortest  time,  with 
the  least  expense  of  labor  and  money,  is  the  main  topic  of 
discussion  in  almost  every  present-day  convention  of  public- 
spirited  men. 

To  the  college  man,  and  especially  to  the  Greek,  perhaps  the 
most  important  element  of  conservation  is  that  of  time.  Some 
prefer  to  call  this  concentration  of  thought. 

2  $  E  should  be  in  the  van  in  this  movement.  The  place 
to  begin  is  in  the  chapter  meetings.  The  habit  of  advanced  and 
concentrated  thought  acquired  there  will  go  with  the  members 
to  the  outer  world,  to  the  mutual  benefit  of  themselves  and  of 
those  around  them. 

Too  often,  we  fear,  it  is  the  custom  of  the  members  of 
certain  chapters  to  assemble  at  certain  stated  periods,  go  through 
a  certain  form,  learn  the  condition  of  the  treasury,  hear  the 
report  of  the  house  steward,  and  then  plan  for  some  entertain- 
ment. When  this  happens  the  chapter  descends  to  the  level  of 
a  mere  boarding  club.     Thoughts  of  the  high  Grecian  ideals  are 
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trailed  in  the  dust,  while  things  of  earth,  very  earthy,  are 
uppermost  in  the  discussions. 

The  Journal  deplores  this  condition,  and  finds  small  conso- 
lation in  the  fact  that  it  is  not  entirely  general. 

Naturally,  the  offending  chapters  will  ask.  What  would  you 
have  us  do  ?  Form  ourselves  into  a  literary  society  ?  No,  not 
exactly,  although  2  <E>  E  is  known  to  the  world  as  one  of  the 
many  great  national  Greek  literary  societies. 

But  there  are  so  many,  many  vital  problems,  both  inside  and 
outside  the  campus  bounds,  which  must  be  met  and  decided. 
Questions,  big  in  their  import,  and  pulsing  with  life,  stare  us  in 
the  face  on  every  hand.  Many  of  these,  it  is  true,  must  be 
answered  by  the  individual  himself,  but  a  discussion,  a  review  of 
the  opinions  of  other.«,  very  often  will  clarify  a  misty  outlook, 
and  present  a  sharp  and  definite  outline. 

The  Journal  will  not  undertake  to  print  a  list  of  these 
topics.  Every  reader  knows  of  them,  and  he  should  make  it  his 
duty  to  exchange  views  with  those  around  him.  Otherwise,  he 
may  become  narrow  in  mind. 

However,  there  is  one  timely  subject  of  discussion  which  we 
now  would  urge  upon  every  member  of  2  $  E.  In  the  spring 
of  the  coming  year  the  biennial  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
will  be  held.  At  this  time  there  will  be  presented  for  the 
decision  of  the  delegates  policies  which  will  affect  the  future 
history  of  the  organization.  No  doubt  each  chapter  has  some 
plan  for  the  betterment  of  the  fraternity  which  it  should  like  to 
see  adopted  at  the  Conclave.  These  projects  should  be  placed  in 
the  most  concise  and  best  possible  shape  for  the  consideration  of 
the  national  organization.  To  do  so  requires  much  time  and 
thought  on  the  part  of  those  who  father  the  proposed  changes. 
These  things  must  be  settled  in  the  chapter  meetings,  and  we 
say  "  must  "  advisedly. 

The  Grand  Chapter  is  working  along  the  lines  of  conserva- 
tion of  time  or  concentration  of  thought.  In  future  it  will  not 
waste  its  time  in  the  consideration  of  a  subject  which  is  not 
presented  in  a  brief  and  clear  manner.     While  willing  to  enter- 
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tain  any  proposition  which  will  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  work 
done  by  the  fraternity  or  by  its  members,  yet  the  membership  is 
becoming  too  large  and  the  organization  too  extended  to  transact 
business  in  the  somewhat  slip-shod  manner  which  necessarily 
prevailed  during  the  days  of  its  first  growth. 

As  a  timely  word  of  kindly  advice,  then.  The  Journal 
would  say  to  the  subordinate  chapters  : 

Conserve !     Concentrate  !

After  all,  sentiment  plays  no  small  part  in  the  making  of 
history,  especially  in  our  own  country.  There  is  something  of 
the  sentimental  in  us  Americans  in  general  which  appeals  to  us 
Americans  in  particular. 

Sentiment,  whether  religious,  patriotic,  or  otherwise,  if  it  be 
of  the  right  sort,  is  a  grand  thing.  In  this  hard  and  fast  age  in 
in  which  we  move,  it  causes  us  to  pause  on  stated  occasions  and 
take  inventory. 

Peculiar  among  the  holidays  of  the  nations  is  the  American 
Thanksgiving  Day.  Sanctioned  by  Presidential  proclamation, 
urged  by  State  Executives'  utterances,  and  generally  celebrated 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  country,  observance  of 
the  holiday  has  become  a  firmly-established  custom.  On  this  one 
day  of  the  year,  at  least,  the  memory  of  America  reverts  to  that 
little  group  of  Pilgrims  which  defied  the  sharp  November  winds 
of  an  approaching  winter,  as  they  stood  for  the  first  time  upon 
American  soil.  Remembering  the  hardships  of  that  band,  as 
symbolized  by  that  wave- washed  block  of  stone  called  Plymouth 
Rock,  Americans  annually  raise  a  prayer  of  thanksgiving,  of 
appreciation  to  the  founders. 

It  is  in  the  same  spirit  that  The  Journal  calls  upon  its 
readers  to  celebrate  Founders'  Day,  November  1st. 

In  one  of  the  little  halls  of  Richmond  College,  nine  years  ago, 
a  handful  of  resolute  men  assembled.  There  were  six  in  all. 
Behind  them  were  all  the  obstacles  which  could  be  thrown  up  by 
members  of  the  non-fraternity  world.  Ahead  was  a  solid  phalanx 
of  Greeks,  determined  to  cut  off  further  progress. 

Among  such  surroundings  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  was  conceived 
and  born. 

The  fraternity  now  enters  upon  the  last  year  of  its  first 
decade.  Twenty-six  chapters,  strong,  stable  organizations  of 
the  best  men,  in  the  best  schools  of  America,  from  the  Atlantic 
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seaboard  to  the  slopes  of  the  Rockies,  tells  a  far  more  illuminating 
story  of  growth  than  is  possible  in  cold  type. 

Entire  credit  for  this  achievement  must  be  accorded  to  the 
founders  of  2  $  E.  Without  them,  it  would  not  have  been 
possible  to  unite  in  the  strongest  bonds  of  helpful  friendship  so 
many  hundreds  of  collegiate  Americans.    ~ 

True  it  is  that  the  celebration  of  Founders'  Day  is  only  a 
small  payment  of  the  debt  of  the  fraternity.  However,  by 
establishing  and  maintaining  this  custom,  it  will  serve  to  keep 
alive  in  the  breasts  of  2  ^  E  posterity  those  principles  for 
which  the  founders  stood  and  fought.  And,  after  all,  that  is 
what  counts. 

It  is  the  urgent  recommendation  of  The  Journal  that  every 
chapter  pay  a  well  merited  tribute  to  the  first  six  members  of 
Alpha  Chapter  by  observing  Founders'  Day.

we  able  to  locate  one  to  surpass  Kappa  Sigma's  record  from  1901

One  of  the  serious  problems  that  faces  every  fraternity 
charter ■  committee  is  that  of  "expansion."  When,  where,  how 
rapidly  shall  we  go  is  a  very  vital  issue.  The  A  X  Quarterly  for 
May  has  a  suggestive  article  on  this  question  by  one  of  its 
alumni,  in  which  it  is  shown  that  moderation  is  the  safest  policy 
for  even  the  oldest  and  strongest  organization.  Mr.  Harshman, 
the  writer,  shows  the  falsehood  of  extremes,  and  in  a  timely  way, 
we  think,  calls  attention  to  extremism  as  germinating  in  the  end 
decay.     Says  he,  those  fraternities,  "  who  have  been  wisely  pro- 
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gressive,  number  their  chapters  by  the  score,  and  exert  a  whole- 
some influence  among  the  colleges  and  universities  and  intelli- 
gent citizenship  of  the  entire  country.  Their  chapters  exist  in 
practically  every  State,  and  the  members  of  each  are  so  numerous 
that  all  of  the  larger  cities  support  thriving  alumni  associations; 
their  members  are  never  stranded  from  each  other,  though  they 
be  of  the  smaller  towns  or  rural  districts.  Under  such  condi- 
tions, it  is  certain  to  be  once  an  A.  B.  man  always  an  A.  B.  man ; 
the  fraternity  cannot  be  forgotten ;  interest  can  never  die ;  the 
principles  of  these  organizations,  so  thoroughly  and  deeply 
intrenched  in  the  wide  range  of  territory  that  they  are,  are  bound 
to  exist  for  the  maximum  period,  and  doubtless  long  after  those 
of  the  localized  or  sectional  bodies  have  been  forgotten,  and  their 
prestige  is  and  will  be  enviable,  and  their  position  universally 
recognized." 

This  article  also  brings  out  another  fact  that  all  charter 
committees  will  do  well  to  keep  in  mind  and  heart,  though  it 
may  sometimes  seem  hard  to  do.  When  conditions  in  an  apply- 
ing organization  are  not  exactly  healthy,  but  look  tempting, 
nevertheless,  it  is  best  to  wait  for  development.  Says  Mr. 
Harshman  on  this  point:  "If  they  are  of  the  proper  type,  they 
will  not  halt  that  the  coveted  prize  is  withheld  from  them 
temporarily,  and  in  the  end,  by  virtue  of  their  schooling  and 
training  in  the  requirements  of  the  fraternity,  will  produce  a 
stronger,  better  chapter." 


We  publish  the  following  valuable  information  from  the 
Garnet  and  White,  of  A  X  P.  It  was  compiled  by  her  editor, 
from  data  secured  by  two  men — Professor  McDermott,  of  the 
University  of  Minnesota,  who  wrote  to  the  members  of  eleven 
different  fraternities,  and  to  the  presidents,  deans,  and  registrars 
of  leading  universities,  and  Mr.  W.  O.  Miller,  editor  of  A  Y 
Quarterly,  who  secured  the  views  of  a  number  of  leading  "frat." 
men  and  educators  on  Professor  McDermott's  article  and  data. 

To  the  question,  "  What  are  the  chief  benefits  of  student  life 
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in  the  chapter  house?"  the  majority  of  answers  agreed  upon  two 
things,  "intimate  and  lasting  friendship." 

[  i||||To  the  question,  "  What  are  the  chief  dangers  to  be  guarded 
against  in  the  chapter  house?"  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the 
answers  placed  "waste  of  time  "  lirst. 

Says  the  Garnet  and  White,  in  commenting  upon  this,  and, 
we  think,  very  much  to  the  point : 

"  It  becomes  very  apparent,  after  reading  all  these  letters, 
that  there  are  benefits  and  there  are  dangers.  But,  whatever  the 
benefits  and  dangers,  we  may  be  sure  of  one  thing— the  fraternity 
is  here  to  stay,  and  whether  it  grows  better  or  worse  will  depend 
upon  our  treatment  of  it." 

Data  also  showed  that  since  1886  there  has  been  a  decline  in 
scholarship  and  a  rise  in  social  life  in  the  fraternities,  and  that 
this  change  is  going  on  much  more  rapidly  in  the  West  than  in 
the  East. 

Says  the  Garnet  and  White: 

"Of  the  mention  in  college  publications  which  fraternity 
men  think  it  worth  while  to  make  of  themselves  and  their 
achievements  to-day,  nearly  33^  per  cent,  is  social  distinction  and 
less  than  13  per  cent,  is  honors  in  scholarship.  Or,  to  put  it  in 
another  way,  out  of  every  951  times  that  fraternity  men  delib- 
erately call  attention  to  their  activities  as  things  worthy  of 
special  consideration,  308  are  social,  289  athletic,  153  literary,  124 
scholarship,  and  77  public  speaking." 

The  following  answers  were  made  to  the  question,  "  What 
does  the  present  day  fraternity  need  most  in  order  to  be  of  the 
greatest  service  to  its  members?  "  We  would  like  to  print  more, 
but  space  is  not  available. 

From  presidents  and  deans  : 

"A  return  to  the  best  traditions  of  the  early  days  of  frater- 
nities, and  a  recognition  of  other  present-day  responsibilities  by 
themselves  and  the  governing  bodies  of  institutions." 

"More  breadth  of  view ;  less  of  the  spirit  of  clique  and  exclu- 
siveness." 
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"First,  simplicity  of  living;  second,  the  intellectual  element 
thrust  to  the  front  in  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  chapter ;  third, 
a  high  sense  of  honor  and  moral  ideas,  which  would  lead  to  the 
ejection  of  an  unworthy  member." 

"  Active  interest  and  a  sense  of  responsibility  on  the  part  of 
the  resident  alumni.  There  is  too  much  loafing  in  the  chapter 
parlors ;  there  is  almost  no  serious  conversation ;  the  men,  as  a 
whole,  do  not  study  enough,  and  have  not  serious  ideals." 

"  Higher  ideals  of  what  constitutes  manliness ;  a  higher 
regard  for  the  value  of  time;  a  rigid  scholarship  committee  in 
the  university,  which  will  not  hesitate  to  send  home  all  who  do 
not  do  a  man's  work." 


We  clip  the  following  from  the  A  Y  Quarterly  for  May. 
The  quotations  are  from  Mr.  Clarence  F.  Birdseye's  book  on  "  The 
Reorganization  of  Our  Colleges,"  and  we  hope  that  many  of  our 
men  will  procure  this  vigorous,  instructive,  and  logically  con- 
vincing publication,  and  read  it.  Mr.  Birdseye,  who  is  a  X  ^  and 
a  prominent  lawyer,  is  a  writer  of  great  value  to  the  Greek 
world. 

"  Let  us  not  blame  the  young  man  who  is  harmfully  affected 
by  the  noxious  and  insidious  iniiueaices  of  his  college  home,  but 
rather  his  elders,  the  college  authorities  and  alumni,  who  have 
not  studied,  understood,  or  wisely  combatted  those  influences,  and 
the  parents,  who  take  the  greatest  care  about  his  early  home,  but 
substantially  none  about  his  college  home. 

"  In  many  of  our  larger  colleges  and  universities,  and  in  too 
many  of  our  smaller  ones,  a  very  considerable  part  of  the  college 
home  life  is  morally  rotten — terribly  so.  Some  of  the  smaller 
and  older  colleges,  with  grand  records  in  the  past,  have  as  low  a 
standard  in  student  morals  as  the  larger  universities.  Some  of 
the  worst  conditions  prevail  in  minor  denominational  institutions 
which  are  presumed  to  be  ultra-religious  and  to  be  the  chief 
places  for  furnishing  clergymen  for  such  denominations.  Lest 
these  statements  be  too  sweeping,  let  me  again  caution  the  reader 
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that  each  institution  must  be  judged  by  itself,  and  stand  or  fall 
alone,  and  at  the  particular  period  under  review. 

"In  some  institutions  from  twenty  per  cent,  to  forty  per 
cent,  of  the  graduate  and  undergraduate  students  consort  with 
lewd  women,  and  at  least  as  large  a  ratio  drink  to  excess  at 
times.  The  proportions  are  much  higher  in  the  upper  classes 
than  in  the  lower,  showing  that  these  vices  are  largely  the  direct 
result  of  influences  which  prevail  in  the  college  community  life 
and  the  college  hoime.  In  some  instances  at  least  twenty  per 
cent,  of  the  students  have  been  venereally  diseased  before  their 
course  is  finished.  All  these  things,  with  quite  too  much 
gambling,  are  evils  of  the  college  home  life,  and  must  be  fought 
therein,  not  by  college  ordinances,  but  by  new  home  influences. 
Not  only  have  our  college  authorities  failed  to  properly  study  or 
combat  these  evils,  but  they  have  too  often  emphatically  and 
unceasingly  denied  their  existence,  when  a  little  examination 
would  have  shown  them  that  they  are  wrong." 


We  are  glad  to  read  the  following  in  the  K  A  Journal  for 
June.     It  has  a  good  ring  to  it : 

"  The  alumni  are  still  enthusiastic.  Did  it  ever  occur  to  you 
that  their  enthusiasm  is  what  you  make  it  ?  Nothing  will  fan 
the  smouldering  embers  of  fraternalism  to  a  greater  heat  of 
enthusiasm  than  the  prompt  acknowledgment  of  letters  from  its 
alumni." 

We  would  add,  for  the  benefit  of  all  alumni^  nothing  will 
so  keep  the  fire  burning  in  your  chapter  as  the  interest  yon  mani- 
fest when  you  write  a  letter.     Get  busy.

Senators  Chamberlain,  of  Oregon,  Hughes,  of  Colorado,  and 
Smith,  of  South  Carolina,  are  all  Phi  Kappa  Psi's,  and  were  all 
three  sworn  in  on  March  4th.

DELEGATES    IN    FULL    CHARGE. 

A  "  rushing "  agreement  was  started  last  year  at  the 
University,  in  order  to  give  each  fraternity  a  fair  chance  to  select 
men.  The  rules  of  the  agreement  to  be  in  force  this  year, 
which  are  more  or  less  drastic,  are  as  follows  : 

We,  the  fraternities  of  Cornell  University,  represented  by 
the  undersigned  delegates,  do  hereby  bind  our  members,  active 
and  alumni,  to  abide  by  the  following  rules  : 

1.  Each  fraternity  shall  be  represented  in  Ithaca,  from 
September  12th  until  6:00  P.  M.  of  the  day  of  the  last  entrance 
examination,  by  a  committee  of  three  delegates,  and  no  members 
other  than  delegates  shall  return  to  Ithaca  more  than  two  days 
previous  to  the  last  entrance  examination,  unless  absolutely 
necessary,  and,  in  this  case,  the  committee  may  require  an 
explanation  from  the  delegates  from  their  fraternity. 

2.  No  engagements  for  after  6:00  P.  M.  on  the  date  of  the 
last  entrance  examination  are  to  be  made  with  Freshmen  previous 
to  September  12th,  this  rule  to  apply  both  within  and  outside  of 
Ithaca. 

3.  After  September  12th  any  regularly  enrolled  fraternity 
delegate  may  make  engagements  with  Freshmen  for  his  fraternity 
for  any  time  after  6:00  P.  M.  on  the  date  of  the  last  entrance 
examination. 
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4.  From  September  12th  until  6:00  P.  M.  of  the  date  of 
the  last  entrance  examination  there  shall  be  no  communication 
with  Freshmen  on  fraternity  matters,  or  any  making  of  engage- 
ments by  any  member  of  a  fraternity  except  said  delegates,  and 
the  delegates  shall  be  prohibited  from  discussing  fraternity 
matters  except  for  the  purpose  of  making  dates. 

5.  From  September  12th  until  6:00  P.  M.  on  the  date  of 
the  last  entrance  examination,  no  Freshman  shall  be  taken  into  a 
fraternity  house,  nor  shall  any  money  be  spent  by  a  member  of  a 
fraternity  for  the  purpose  of  entertaining  Freshmen. 

6.  The  delegates  from  each  of  the  undersigned  fraternities 
shall  form  a  committee  to  take  active  charge  of  the  "  rushing,"  to 
make  rules  for  the  government  thereof,  which  shall  in  no  way 
conflict  with  the  above  regulations,  and  to  see  that  all  rules  and 
regulations  are  observed  and  enforced. 

7.  In  a  meeting  of  the  committee  of  delegates  voting 
shall  be  by  fraternities,  each  to  have  one  vote,  and  action  shall  be 
taken  in  accordance  with  the  majority  vote.  Meetings  shall  be 
called  at  the  discretion  of  the  chairman,  or  at  the  request  of  five 
fraternities.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  representatives  from 
three-fourths  of  the  fraternities  signing  this  agreement. — Ithaca 
Daily  Neics,  September  10,  1909. 


Columbus,  Ga»,   Has   an   Efficient    Technical   School. 


FINDS  JOBS  FOR  GRADUATES. 

Columbus,  Ga.,  is  a  city  of  about  25,000  inhabitants.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  200,000  cotton  spindles,  which  make  it  one  of  the 
largest  cotton  mill  centres  in  the  South,  it  possesses  other  exten- 
sive industrial  interests,  and  is  pre-eminently  an  industrial  city. 
The  aim  of  the  trade  school  of  Columbus  is  to  prepare  girls  and 
boys,  at  the  cost  of  not  a  penny  to  themselves,  to  follow  any  trade 
or  industry  by  which  they  may  desire  to  become  self-supporting. 
Furthermore,  this  school  secures  for  its  graduates  positions  in 
some  business  or  industry  at  excellent  wages. 
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HOW  THE   SCHOOL  OPERATES. 

The  trade  school  of  Columbus  is  open  to  boys  and  girls  above 
the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and  operates  eleven  months  out  of 
twelve  and  for  six  days  of  the  week.  The  school  hours  are  from 
8  in  the  morning  until  4  in  the  afternoon.  Lunch  for  the  students 
is  prepared  daily  by  the  girls  of  the  cooking  class,  and  is  furnished 
at  the  exact  cost  of  materials.  Thus  a  menu  card  will  read : 
"  Soup,  3  cents ;  bread  and  butter,  3  cents ;  salad,  4  cents ; 
chocolate,  3  cents." 

SETS    THE    TOWN    AGOG. 

The  most  unique  commencement  exercises  which  ever  set  a 
town  agog  with  excitement  were  those  held  at  the  trade  school 
in  Columbus  last  year.  The  music  and  flowers,  always  attendant 
on  such  occasions,  were  conspicuous  by  their  absence.  The 
graduates  appeared  on  the  stage  in  their  working  clothes,  the 
programme  opening  with  a  simple  statement  of  the  aims  and 
ideals  of  the  school,  made  by  one  of  the  boys.  Then,  instead  of 
reading  essays,  three  girls  cut  and  made  a  dress  designed  from 
cloth  woven  in  the  school,  and  one  of  them  received  her  diploma 
wearing  this  dress.  Another  group  cooked  and  served  a  luncheon 
on  the  stage,  explaining,  while  the  audience  gasped  at  the  novelty 
of  the  occasion,  the  composition  of  foods  and  laws  of  hygienic 
diet.  The  boys  gave  practical  examples  of  carpentry,  machine 
work,  and  other  industries.  Graduates  of  the  business  depart- 
ment, with  the  speed  and  precision  of  experts,  took  down  dictation 
from  citizens  in  the  audience,  turned  oif  neatly  typewritten 
letters,  and  made  the  most  accurate  business  calculations.  For 
three  months  before  receiving  his  diploma  the  student  of  the 
Columbus  trade  school  fills  a  position  in  one  of  the  city's  business 
houses  or  industrial  establishments,  the  manager  of  which  makes 
a  daily  report  of  his  efficiency  to  the  principal  of  the  school. 

Awarded  his  diploma  on  Friday,  this  student  goes  back  to 
his  work  on  Saturday  morning,  his  position  secured  and  his 
efficiency  and  experience  commanding  a  good  wage.  The  demand 
of  Columbus  firms  for  graduates  of  the  school  exceeds  the  supply 
and  proves  the  need  felt  for  trained  labor. —  Washington  Jlerald, 
August  29th. 
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Among  the  many  student  activities  at  the  University  of 
Chicago,  few  are  more  beneficial,  and  none  conduce  more  to  an 
independence  of  thought  and  a  mental  self-reliance,  than  do  the 
various  departmental  "  clubs."  These  bodies,  organized  and 
fostered  by  the  instructors  and  students,  provide  opportunities 
for  the  study  and  discussion  of  papers,  the  presentation  of 
results  of  investigation  carried  on  by  instructors  or  students, 
and,  last  but  not  least,  the  opportunity  for  hearing  specialists 
discuss  topics  not  fully  treated  in  the  regular  curriculum.  The 
category  of  these  clubs  is  a  wide  one,  including  such  as  the 
following :  The  Political  Science  Club,  the  Historical  Club,  the 
Sociology  "Club,  the  Household  Administration  Club,  the  New 
Testament  Club,  the  Romance  Club,  the  Circle  de  Conversation 
Francaise,  the  Germanistic  Society,  the  Germanic  Club,  the 
Physics  Cliib,  the  German  Conversation  Club,  the  Mathematics 
Club,  and  the  Botanical  Club.  Membership  is  attended  with  few 
restrictions,  and  the  earnest  student  finds  these  organizations  a 
potent  factor  in  the  acquisition  of  the  spirit  of  research  and  the 
ability  to  apply  it. —  The  University  of  Chicago  Press. 


In  the  belief  that  the  mission  of  a  great  university  is  not 
only  to  facilitate  research,  and  to  direct  thought  in  all  branches 
of  science  and  learning,  but  also  to  give  to  the  world  the  result 
of  all  such  investigations,  the  University  of  Chicago  annually 
expends  large  sums  in  the  publication  of  fourteen  different 
journals,  each  of  which  is  devoted  to  some  special  science,  such 
as  astrophysics,  botany,  geology,  medicine,  theology,  sociology, 
pedagogy,  political  economy,  philology,  Semitic  languages,  etc. 
The  editorial  ramifications  involved  in  the  broad  range  of  these 
publications  are  very  wide,  and  the  variety  of  sciences  embraced 
by  them  affords  a  channel  through  which  the  advanced  thought 
of  the  University  is  given  to  the  world.  None  of  the  journals, 
however,  are  limited  to  the  output  of  the  University  alone,  the 
leaders  of  thought  in  each  science  all  over  the  world  finding 
them  equally  convenient  and  desirable  as  a  means  of  recording 
results  of  investigation  and  research. 
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It  has  been  customary  at  Purdue  University  for  many  years 
that  at  the  first  foot-ball  game  of  the  season  the  Senior  class 
appear  in  parade,  garbed  in  corduroy  trousers,  and  the  Junior 
class  in  Junior  hats.  This  year  the  Seniors  studying  mechanical 
engineering  have  agreed  to  raise,  or  attempt  to  raise,  mustaches 
for  this  event.  Determined  not  to  be  outclassed,  the  Seniors 
studying  electrical  engineering  have  decided  to  appear  in  silk 
hats.  The  penalty  to  be  inflicted  on  a  member  of  either  class 
not  appearing  as  agreed  is  that  his  head  be  shaved. 


"Leland  Stanford,  Jr.,  University  leases  land  to  the 
fraternities  for  building  purposes  at  a  rental  of  1100.00  per  year 
and  practically  all  the  fraternities  own  their  own  homes  under 
this  arrangement.  There  are  some  nineteen  or  twenty  fraterni- 
ties, and  to  some  of  them  the  University  loaned  a  part  of  the 
money  required  for  building.  Here,  too,  the  University  leases 
the  ground  under  restrictions  that  preserve  the  discipline  of  the 
institution." — A  X   Quarterly. 


"The  University  of  Virginia  offers  to  lease, at  nominal  rent, 
to  college  fraternities  the  ground  upon  which  to  build,  and,  in 
addition,  to  loan  a  part  of  the  money  required  for  building,  but 
requires  the  fraternities  to  build  houses  that  conform  in  their 
architectural  style  to  the  buildings  of  the  University.  In 
addition,  they  exercise  a  control  over  the  use  to  which  the  houses 
may  be  put,  and  forfeit  the  leases  for  a  serious  breach  of  college 
discipline." — A  X   Quarterly. 


On  October  6th  Abbott  Lawrence  Lowell  was  installed  as 
President  of  Harvard  University,  and  at  the  same  time  the  house 
in  which  John  Harvard  lived  at  Stratford-on-Avon  was  accepted 
for  Harvard  University  by  Whitelaw  Reid,  American  Ambas- 
sador to  Great  Britain.  The  house  is  to  open  to  visitors,  and 
will  be  particularly  attractive  to  Harvard  tourists. 
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Last  month  the  Circuit  Court  of  Lenawee  county,  Michigan, 
decided  that  High  School  pupils  could  not  be  expelled  from 
school  for  refusing  to  sign  a  pledge  not  to  be  members  of  secret 
societies.  The  Board  of  Education  immediately  passed  resolu- 
tions depriving  fraternity  members  of  all  privileges  and  honors 
in  athletics,  debates,  and  other  school  contests. 


Mr.  B.  N.  Duke  has  increased  his  donation  to  Trinity  (N.  C.) 
College  150,000.  It  has  been  decided  to  use  this  amount  for  a 
new  class-room  building,  which  will  also  contain  the  meeting 
rooms  of  the  literary  societies  and  the  administration  offices. 
The  faculty  of  Trinity  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  five 
new  members. 

Edward  Webster,  of  the  University  of  Mississippi,  was 
discovered  on  the  practice  field  of  the  University  of  Louisiana 
with  a  pencil  and  note-book,  presumably  getting  the  plays  of 
Louisiana.  Webster  was  severely  beaten,  and  had  his  eyes  closed 
by  Louisiana  students.    A  civil  suit  is  threatened. 


Ohio  State  now  has  one  of  the  finest  athletic  fields  in  the 
Middle  West.  The  field  proper  was  completed  last  year,  and  has 
now  been  enclosed  by  a  fine  iron  fence,  with  concrete  pillars. 
The  ticket  offices  and  turn-stiles  are  of  a  most  artistic  type,  quite 
in  harmony  with  the  entire  gridiron. 


The  students  at  the  Ohio  State  University  will  soon  open  a 
$100,000  student  building  at  that  institution.  Seventy-five  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  building  was  contributed  by  the  State,  and 
the  students  themselves  are  to  raise  the  $25,000  necessary  for  the 
furnishings. 

Many  improvements  have  recently  taken  place  at  Delaware 
College.  All  the  buildings  were  repaired  during  the  summer 
vacation.  The  greatest  improvement,  however,  was  the  complete 
remodeling  of  an  old  fraternity  house,  making  a  beautiful  and 
very  valuable  library  building. 
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Nine  of  the  eighteen  who  won  their  "  C  "  in  foot-ball  last 
year  at  Chicago  are  back  this  year.  The  entire  squad  numbers 
about  thirty.  That  is  more  than  the  University  has  started  with 
in  a  number  of  years. —  The  University  of  Chicago  Press. 


On  September  25th  Dickinson  College  opened  its  new 
athletic  field.  The  donors,  Judge  Biddle  and  family,  were 
present,  and  saw  Dickinson  defeat  Western  Maryland,  5  to  0. 


B  ®  n  is  going  to  take  up  the  above  offer  of  the  University, 
perhaps.  At  any  rate  we  understand  they  are  planning  a  $15,000 
home  for  Virginia's  campus. 


After  two  years  of  inactivity,  Georgetown  University  will 
revive  aquatics  and  have  a  crew  on  the  Potomac  this  session.
